8 Should the American commis- 
sioners announce that their Govern- 
ment will offer no better terms on 
the question of acquiring the Philip- 
pines, the Spaniards will reply that 
their mission is finished and suggest 
that negotiations be resumed  be- 
tween Madrid and Washington. ; 
4. The American commiss.oners are 
instructed to offer a reasonable in- 
demnity, should this be necessary to 
avon a rupture of negotiations.

PARIS, Nov. 14.—It has ben decided that 
there will be no joint sessions of the 
Peace Commissions to-day. 

Secretary Moore of the United 
Commission, received from 
Ojeda of the Spanish Commission this 
morning, a note saying that the Spanish 
Commissioners had found it impossible to 
prepare their memorandum for presenta- 
tion to-day, and asking if the United 
States Commissioners would be inconven- 
fenced if, owing to the late arrival from 
Madrid, ‘of expected data, the Spaniards 
should request that the next meeting be 
Wednesday..Secretary Moore 
American Comissioners were

quite ready to accommodate the Spaniards 
in this matter, and the joint session was 
deferred untt] Wednesday next. 

Importance is attached to this delay, it 
being regarded as indicating that the 
Spanish Commissioners are preparing for 
a final stand in these negotiations, and it 
may now -be definitely stated that thes 
wll not sign a treaty of peace which yields 
to Spain no more from the Philippine Isl- 
ands than has thus far been offered or in- 
dicated by the Americans. 


Should the latter announce that the 
Tnited States is only willin to reimburse 
Spain for her pacific expenditures in the 
Philippine Islands, the Spanish Commis- 
sioners will reply that their mission !s fin- 
ished 

Should this occur {t {s possible the Span- 
{dards will also suggest a suspension of the 
negot ations through the commission and a 
resumption of negotiations between Madrid 
and Washington. 

This attitude of the Spaniards ts explain- 
ed by the fact that the members of the 
Spanish Commission have pol.tical alllances 
and personal responsibilities to constituen- 
cles and the national creditors of Spain 
which restrict them to certain lines, which 
are as far as the ministry at Madrid cares 
to go. 

It is pointed out that if the five Spanish 
Commissioners here signed a treaty yield- 
ing the Ph lippine Islands to the United 
States without lessen'n” Spain's debt in an 
appreciable degree, they could not return 
home with the prospect of any political fu- 
ture before them, and possibly would be in 
danger of violence at the hands of mobs. 


At the next meeting of the comm ssions 
the Americans will learn the definite attt- 
tude of Spain on any proporsitions thus far 
fade. The Spaniards, however, in ths 
presentation, will not declare all negotia- 
tions closed. They will tnsist that the 
sovereignty of Spain over the Philippine 
Islands is beyond question, but will an- 
nounce Spain's readiness to yleld that sov- 
ereignty for an adequate equivalent, and 
Will then tnvite negotiations under = the 
Spanish construction of the protocol. 

The American Commissioners may then 
communicate their final attitude to the

Our envoys are not to recede from the 
demand for the Philippines, but may make 
it easier for Spain's Commissioners to 
yield. : j 

The report that a commercial company 
offered $300,000,000 for the Philippines 
that President McKinley has advised 
American Commissioners to consider 
the proposition is emphatically denied at 
the White House. The President never 
heard of the “Commercial Company of the 
United States and the Philippines.” 

But it is said that some Belgian finan- 
clers intend to form a syndicate to try 
to buy or rent the islands from Spain. 


THE KAISER’S VISIT. 


Europe Interested in the Move- 
ments of the German Emperor. 
MADRID, Nov. 14.—Nearly all the heads 
of the diplomatic corps have called at the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs to inquire 
what importance to be attached to the 
visit of the German Emperor. The Govern- 


ment has made little of the matter. and it 
has further intimated that it accepts as an 
inevitable outcome of events bein forced 
to relinquish the sovereignty of Spain in 
the Phil. ppines. 

The visit of Emperor William has excited 
the greatest interest in England and 
France, and the representatives of both 
countries have been particularly eager un- 
der instructions from their governments 
in asking fo details. They have been as- 
sured that the visit here of the Spanish 
Ambassador in Berlin is purely casual, 
and that under the circumstances it 
nothing less than natural, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—It; Is 
atood that assurances have been given by 
the German Government that the visit of 
Emperor Wiliam to Spain is entirely de- 
oe of official character or significagee, 
‘that the official trip of the {mperlal party 
ended when it left Palestine, and that the 
proposed stop at Cadiz and Cartegena is 
largely a heaith precaution in behalf of the 
Empress.

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SENATOR CULLOM PREPARES A 
REPORT TO BE PRESENTED 
TO CONGRESS. 


FAVORS CABLE TO HONOLULU. 


Thinks There Will Be Little Trouble 
in Regard to Placing Proper 
Government for the Islands. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Senator Cul- 
lom, Chairman of the Hawalian Commis- 
Washington, and will 
at once begin the preparation of the report, 
which he expects to have completed in time 
for presentation to Congress. 

“I believe Congress will have enough be- 
fore it to keep it In continuous session for 
the next year,” said the Senator. “The re- 
sults of the war with Spain, the consider- 
ation of the treaty of peace and the legisla- 
tion for the government of the colontes 
that will be acquired under that treaty will 
take time, in addition to many other mat- 
ters of great importance that will confront 
Congress. 

“I do not believe there will be any cavil- 
ing about the Hawaiian Isiands as We ac- 
quired them by process of annexation and 
not as an incident of the war, and there 
wil be no troubie in fixing their govern- 
ment. There may, however, be a difference 
of opinion with respect to our other pos- 
sessions, but these opinions will in t.me be 
wiped out. Our interests demand that a 
cable to Honolulu should be built. With 
the Philippines in our possession we ought 
to extend this cable to Japan and tnence to 
Manila. The treaty of peace will hardly 
reach the Senate much before the expira- 
tion of the present Congress, but the new 
body w.ll be guided by the wishes of the 
President and accept the conclusions of the 
treaty of Paris. 

The Cuban aituation furnishes a problem 
of an entirely different character. Our 
yledge with respect to that country has 
bean given. The establishment there of a 
stable government is a matter of vital con- 
sequence and cannot be accomplished with- 
out action of some sort on our part. 

“The march of events has, pointed out 
once more the imperative necessity for 
closer means of transportation between the 
Atlantic ‘and Pacific. Arguments favoring 
the construction of Nicaraguan Canal are 
more forcible than ever before. A bill pro- 
viding for its construction will undoubt- 
edly be reported early by Senator Morgan, 
who is more enthusiastic than ever on that 
subject. In my opinion this canal ought 
to be built under Government control, and 
I see no reason why the proper kind of an 
arrangement cannot be made with the two 
Governments through whose territory the 
canal will pass.’”’

ROBBED, ACCUSED OF SWINDLING,

Bangs, a Pullman employe, 
boarding at Eighteenth and Singleton 
streets, could write a book on his experi- 
ence within the last week. 

To begin at the beginning, Bangs was at- 
tacked by footpads on the Eighteenth 
street bridge last Monday night. He had 
no money, but the robbers stripped him 
of his clothing, leaving Bangs only his 
trousers and underwear.

‘FEARS HE WILL BE LYNCHED. 


Murdered His Employer, Farmer Lail, 
and Shot Down Mrs. Lail Because 
She Begged for Her Hus- 
band’s Life. 


Moaning piteously and trembling as 
though in violent convulsion, John Hed- 
rick, bound hand and foot with heavy irons, 
was taken out of the City Jail shortly af- 
ter 6 o’clock Monday morning and marched 
to Union Station, where he boarded a train 
for Cape Girardeau County. 

Hedrick goes on trial at Jackson Tues- 
day morning for the brutal murder of John 
Lail, a Cape Girardeau County farmer. 
The crime occurred last June and Hedrick 
was captured early in July. He narrowly

escaped lynching, and was hurried to this 
city for safe Keeping. 

He arrived here July 5. On Aug. 8 it 
was believed that public indignation had 
died out sufficiently to warrant the return 
of Hedrick to the Jackson jail, and he 
was taken back there. But public senti- 
ment, though dormant, was easily aroused, 
and as soon as it became generally known 
that Hedrick was in the Jackson fail 
another mob formed. ‘ 

The Sheriff outwitted the mob by re- 
turning the prisoner to St. Louts. That 
was Aug. 8 and Hedrick has been here 
since until Monday morning, when he was 
taken out by Deputy Sheriff Taylor of 
Cane Girardeau County. 

Hedrick is an uncouth country 
typical Missouri farmer boy. 

“As he left the jail Monday morning and 
hobbled out in the chill November air, clad 
in the summer garb he wore when he 
came here, the boy was a most abject 
specimen of a miserabie. 

‘Please don’t take me back there; they'll 
lynch me,’’ pleaded the prisoner. 

Deputy Taylor assured him protection, 
but the boy’s uneasiness continued and he 
ane to be almost dragged to Union Sta- 
tion.

The chances for life seem to be against 
Hedrick, for even if he escapes mob violence 
he 1s likely to be sentenced to death by 
the court. 

Hedrick formerly worked on Lalil’s farm 
and a dispute arose over wages. Hedrick 
quit Lail’'s employ, but returned a few 
days later, early in the morning, and shot 
at Lail, who was in his barn. Lail fled. 
Hedrick followed him along the country 
road, shooting all the while. As the farmer 
fell into the dusty road his wife rushed 
forward from the ‘house near by and 
threw herself on the prostrate form, 
crying:

Felton said that money which wae collect- 
ed for foreign missions could be spent to 
a better advantage at home in edicating 
young white girls. She said that owing to 
the carelessness of poor white men of the 
South their girls are left victims of colored 
men. Then she spoke, according to Manly’s 
Statement, of the low moral standing. of 
the colored race. He saye she advocated 


lynching as the only means of eradicating | 


these evils. Manly’s editorial in the Rec- 
ord was a reply to Mrs. Felton’s speech. 
This editorial inflamed a large portion of 
North Carolina. Manly says he did not 
attack any class or race, but simply wrote 
as he did to defend the colored man. In 
this editorial Manly said: 

‘‘Poor white men are careless in the mat- 
ter of protecting their women, especially 
on the farms. They are careless of their 
conduct toward them, and our experience 
among poor white people in the country 
teaches us that women of that race are 
not more particular in the matter of clan- 
destine meetings with colored men than 
are the white men with colored women. 
Meetings of this kind go on for some time 
until the momentary infatuation of the 
man’s boldness brings attention to them, 
and then the man is lynched.” 

The very long editorial from which the 
above is taken was published on Aug. 13. 
Manly says that for nearly a week after 
it was printed nothing was said to him 
about it by the residents of Wilmington

QUIET RULES AT WILMINGTON 


Negro Refugees Urged to Come Back 
and Promised Protection. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Nov. 14.—Wilming- 
ton is again normal. The churches were 
well attended yesterday. Ladies and chil- 
dren walked abroad as usual. 

Several representatives of the new city 
oa agg drove out on the various roads 
eading from the city to induege refugee ne- 
groes to come back. They ‘were assured 
that they would be fully protected. 

The city officials also attended the colored 
churchee and urged the colored pastors and 
their people tu go into the woods and induce 
the frightened negroes to come back. The 
colored pastors followed the line suggested 
to them. 

Rev. J. W. Kr’ mer, pastor: of Brooklyn 
Baptist. Church, which is within a square 
of the scene of the riot, and who is one of 
the new Aldermen, said in his sermon: 

“God, from the beginning of time, intend- 
ed that intelligent white men should lead 
the people and rule the country. I am not 
a friend of lawlessnese, and have put forth 
indefatigable efforts to prevent bloodshed, 
but the expected has happened. In the riot 
the negro was the aggressor. I believe that 
the whites were doing God's service, az the 
results for good have been felt in business 
and politics, and in the church. We will 
give the negro justice, and his rights, and 
we will treat him kindly, but never again 
will we be ruled by him.” 

To-day all of the out-of-town companies 
of the State troops will be withdrawn. The 
Wilmington Light Infantry and the Wil- 
mington Naval Reserves are still under or- 
ders for service in case of emergency.

A SUCCESSFUL RACING SEASON. 


That Is What All the Western Tracks 
Have Had This Year and Next 
Year’s Prospects Are Bright. 


There was a rumor around town Satur- 
day that the St. Louis Fair Grounds had 
been sold. 

The news was even telegraphed away, and 
it created considerable excitement in gen- 
eral turf circles. 

It has often been said that some day the 
Fair Grounds would be soid, and the big 
race course and all cut up into lote. 

The news of a sale Saturday alarmed lo- 
ca] turfmen and led them to believe that 
Sure enough the big race course w at 
last to le done away with. 

There was nothing to the rumor except 
that the Fa'r Grounds Realty Co. had sold 
a lot of property lying outside its real in- 
closure and situated on Vandeventer av- 
enue, just south of the Fair Grounds. 
This Property was of no earthly use to 
the Fair Grounds Realty Co. and on Sat- 
urday they let go of it. It was the dis- 
posal of it that led to the rumor that the 
Fair Grounds had been sold and turned 
into building lots. 


‘The present racing season around Chi- 
cago will come to a close to-morrow when 
the Lakeside track will close its gates, 
The season that will close then thas been 
the most successful from a racing stand- 
et the Chicago race courses have ever 
hed. 

The racing season around Chicago opened 
at Lakeside May 5 and will close on that 
track Nov. 15. The only intermission in 
dates was when Harlem was compelled to 
shut down Oct. 22 on account of bad weath- 
er, and the sport was not resumed until 
Oct. 29, when Lakeside opened for the 
present meeting. This will make 1 days 
of racing on the Chicago tracks, as fol- 
lows: Washington, 25 days; Harlem, 71 
days; Hawthorne, 36 days, and Lakeside, 
30 days. These meetings were conducted 
in admirable shape under adverse condli- 
tions, as the owners and,;managers of the 
tracks thad no legal profection and were 
almost at the mercy of men who attempt- 
ed to take advantage of the law and levy 
blackmail by threats of prosecution,

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Few people realize how much money has 
been distributed by these tracks and how 
much it costs to keep up the tracks and 
pay the help outside of the cost of re- 
pairs, improvements and taxes. At a rough 
estimate it is figured that $744,350 was paid 
out in purses, stakes and operating ex- 
penses. For 162 days this would make 
something over $45% on an average per 
day. Of the sum total Harlem paid out the 
most money, having distributed $424,850 dur- 
ing 71 days. Hawthorne comes next with 
$177.070 for 36 days. Washington Park Jock- 
ey Club distributed $155,000 in 25 days. and 
the Lakeside Jockey Club $108,000 in 30 days. 
Taking an average daily attendance of 
60, which is thought to be a conservative 
estimate, there were 972,000 paid admissions 
to *he different tracks around Chicago dur- 
ing the season of 1898.

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TOMMY BURNS IN TROUBLE. 


Rival Owners Are Claiming the Serv- 
ices of the Crack Jockey. 
Tommy Burne, the famous. light-weight 
jocker, now in the employ of John W. 
Schnorr, the millionaire brewer of Memphis, 
bids fair to figure as the bone of conten- 
tion in a bie lawsuit before the advent of 

another racing season. 

Burns, it will be remembered, was until 
the first of this vear under contract—a 
sort of apprenticeship—to Tom Burns, an 
uncle by marriage. Burns had several years 
before taken the boy. whose parents then, 
as now, resided tn a little town in the Do- 
minion of Canada, under a contract in ac- 
cordance with which he was to have con- 
trol of the boy’s services until he (Burns) 
should become of age. In plain English, the 
now crack light-weight jockey was ‘‘bound 
out" in apprenticeship, as it were, to his 
kinsman. With a natural aptitude for the 
work, Burns, though handicapped by hav- 
ing no good horses in their own stable for 
him to ride, began to show unusual ability 
in a riding way several years ago, but it is 
only within the past two years that he 
came into very great prominence. 

Early last season, so it is said, the 
Fleischmanns made an effort to induce 
Burns to transfer to them the unfinished 
term of his contract for the boy’s services, 
but though a big pecuniary {nducement was 
held out to him, he refused to do so. At 
the beginning of this year, however, Burne, 
who, it should be said, had no horses to 
speak of, decided to accept an offer made 
to him for the jockey's services by John W. 
Schorr & Son, and on Jan. 12 he gave the 
MemphisMemphis turfmen a contract for 
ommys services as jockey. It was re- 
portéd at the time that that contract was 
for a period of two years, but it transpires 
that it was for one year only, the contract 
specifying that Burns, as guard‘an for the 
boy, was to receive $6000 for the jockey’s 
work for the year. 

In the meantime Ed Simms of the well- 
known racing firm of Simms & Anderson, 
entered into a contract with Burns’ parents 
for h's services from the expiration of the 
Schorr contract until the boy ehail be- 
come of age, or in other words, from Jan. 
13, 1899, until some time in the late fall of 
11, two racing years. That contract, as 
stated above, was entered into between Mr. 
Simms and Burns’ father and mother, waé 
witnessed by an uncle and aunt of the boy, 
was sworn to before a notary public in De- 
troit (where it was drawn up), and was

AND ALL OF DAVID IS 
NOW HERS. 


A SCHEME TO OUTWIT LAW. 


Only an Indian Can Hold the Site and. 
So It Is Surrendered to Her 
in Trust. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

JOPLIN, Mo., Nov.’ 14.—Mrs. Andrew 
Jackson Blackwell a half-blood Cherokee 
woman, and the wife of Cel, A. J. Black- 
well, formerly of Joplin, has just come 
into the possession of the whole town of 
David, Cherokee Nation, I. T. The 1000 
white inhabitants, of their own will, gave 
to her all of their property, which she will 
hold under her name until the country js 
allotted, and the whites are allowed to hold 
property in the Indian Territory in their 
own name. A decision of Judge Spri 

3 : i Springer 
of the North rn Judicial District of the t- 
dian Territory last week deciared the people 
of David to be intruders, and ordered their 
houses to be confiscated. To avoid losing 
their homes the property was transferred 
to ‘Mrs. Blackwell, who. being an Indian 
has a right to own property in the territory. 

David was settled jn April, 1895. The 
houses of over 300 families, which were 
built by the white people in the spring 
of that year, were erected after a vigorous 
campaign against the Indians. The found- 
er of the town, Col. Andrew Jackson 
Blackwell, wes caught by the Indians, and 
after being chained in the woods for some 
time Was sentenced to death on a charge 
of high treason for selling land to white 
men. His wife, accompanied by several 
white men of the new town, liberated the 
sentenced man the night ‘before hés eve. 
cution was to have occurred. He fled from 
the country and did not return for a year. 

Directly after Blackwell's escape suit 
was filed by the Cheokee Nation in the 
United States Court, asking for the ejec- 
tion of the intruders. The whites, led by 
Luther C. Draper, a white man, had the 
Suit postponed from time to time. It was 
never aliowed to go to trial until several 
weeks ago, and then after a struggle the 
Indians won. 


HAD WALKING. TYPHOID 


Sergt. Charles T. Williams Didn’t 
Know He Was Ill When Dying. 


Sergt. Charles T. Williams of Company 
E, First Regiment Missouri Voiunteers 
died Saturday night at the home of his 
parents, 2740 Thomas street, of typhoid 
fever, contracted at Chickamauga. 

Sergt. Williams’ case Was peculiar and 
sad. He was thought te have recovered 
from the fever before the regiment left 
Chickamauga, and ‘he was among those 
who went into camp at Jefferson Barracks. 
His stomach troubled him, and the regi- 
mental surgeon treated him for gastritis. 
After the regiment was discharged and 
he returned to his ‘home he consulted an- 
other physician. This doctor diagnosed the 
case as walking typhoid, and said there 
was little hope of the patient recovering. 
This statement about a man who did not 
feel ill] enough to go to bed was surpris- 
ing, ‘but it proved true. Sergt.. Williams 
went to bed and died after about a week 
of suffering. His relatives believe that if 
he had been properly cared for while he 
was in the army he would have recovered. 

He was 24 years old, unmarried and es- 
teemed as a most exemplary young man.
